U.C.C. President Lauds CRJ And MRSJ 


In his greetings to the co-sponsored con- 
vention of the U.C.C. Ministers for Racial 
and Social Justice and the Commission for 
Racial Justice, President Robert V. Moss 
stated that Black churchmen have a “pri- 
mary task to identify with the whole Black 
community and to work for that com- 
munity’s liberation.” 

Expressing his confidence in the Com- 
missiun for Racial Justice, Dr. Moss speci- 
fically cited the Rev. Charles E. Cobb, 
Executive Director of the CRJ and his 
staff, saying, “I am hearing people all over 
the country say, ‘they get things done. They 
are developing imaginative and significant 
programs on a modest budget.’ Charles 


E. Cobb, in my estimation, is a great 
churchman and gives prophetic leadership. 
I want publicly to pledge to him again 
my confidence and support. It is often 
a lonely, frustrating and thankless task. 
“The debt of the United Church of 
Christ to the Ministers for Racial and So- 
cial Justice is beyond measure,” Dr. Moss 
continued. ‘‘Despite apathy, discourage- 
ment, and open opposition, it has made 
a profound impact on the life of the 
United Church. I express gratitude to 
that group and to its leaders in making 
it possible for us to have a Commission 
for Racial Justice and begin to fight the

In being obedient to you and the highest values of mankind, James’ service 
will require much of him, As he becomes increasingly involved in the struggle for 
justice, peace, and brotherhood, grant him wisdom, strength, and courage. 

Be with him as he speaks the truth in this world of ignorance and intention- 
al error, Let him speak the truth when it is comforting to do so. Let him speak 
the truth when to do so disturbs, incriminates, and challenges. Let him live in 
truth. Let him do the truth. And let him de these with mercifulness. 

Be with him as he compromises. O God, even when we know the truth it is 
not always possible to do the truth or to convince others of the truth. And of- 
ten we do not know the “truth, yet we are compelled to act as wisely as we can. 
£o be with him as he compromises with ignorance and from ignorance, with evil 
and from evil, with truth and from truth. And when he compromises even that 
which is dearest to him, be with him in his turmoil and pain. 

Be with him when he fights, O God, for fight he must. Teach him to fight like 
you. Teach him that the goals he seeks and the God he serves determine the wea- 
pons he will use and the manner in which he wili use his weapons. Teach him to 
fight, fearing no institution or government, industry or religion. 

Be with him as he loves. Grant him the grace deeply to love his wife and 
family and all who love him. And grant him the grace deeply to love those who 
despise, ridicule and attempt to destroy him. His enemies will hate him and en- 
gage in efforts to prevent him from fulfilling the tasks you give him. Yet before 
ne fights, ‘as he fights, and after he has fought his enemies, let him love even them. 

Be with him as he succeeds. As he is victorious in efforts to bring about 
needed social change be with him. Let not the rewards of victory prevent him 
from further efforts. Let him not rest in his victory and the comfortable prestige 
that comes with it. 

Be with him as he fails. The evils against which he struggles are powerful 
and destructive. In this world they often overcome good men. Be with James when 
he fails because of ignorance, when he fails because of weakness, when he fails 
because of his own sinfulness, Pick him up when he falls, O God. Renew his faith, 
refresh his strength, restore his courage and rekindle his commitment. 

Be with him, O God, that he may lead your people as he follows you in ways 
of peace, justice and brotherhood. And cooperating with you, O God, we shall 
overcome. Amen,

Guidelines Prepared For UCC Investments 


“High risk, low return’ investments to 
achieve “maximum social impact” are urg- 
ed by the Executive Council of the U.C.C. 
in suggesting guide lines for funds of na- 
tional instrumentalities and for state and 
regional conferences. The announcement 
of the new guide lines was made by Presi- 
dent Dr. Robert V. Moss, following the 
Executive Council’s approval of a study 
which took more than a year. Quoting from 
the announcement, “It is urged that all 
Instrumentalities and Conferences serious- 
ly consider the investment of a substan- 
tial portion, not less than 10%, of its un- 
restricted funds in high-risk and Jow-return 
(but maximum social impact) investments 
where the purpose is consistent with its 
charter provisions.” 

“What the new guide lines mean, in es- 
sence,” Dr. Moss explained, ‘“‘is that with 


unrestricted funds the church should be 
willing to accept a lower rate of return, 
and accept a higher degree of risk in some 
of our investments, in order to place our 
money where it will do the most social 
good. Ordinarily, one seeks the most in- 
terest for one’s money, but we should be 
willing to accept less where a bank is 
investing in black companies, or a com- 
pany is combating pollution, or is accom- 
plishing similar social improvements.” 

In making the announcement, Dr. Moss 
pointed out further that both the instru- 
mentalities and the conferences already 
had begun a program of making socially 
significant investments, and emphasized that 
the goal of 10% of unrestricted funds was 
an initial objective, to be extended as 
soon as legal limitations could be lifted 
in whole or in part.
